2. The drawings are objected to because numeral reference "66" is not shown in figure # 6. 
A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to imder 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the feature of the "mask" as recited in 
claims 1 and 26 must be shown in elected species of figure 3 or the feature(s) canceled fi"om the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

4. Claims 1-16,22-37 and 43-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 and 26, it is unclear what "a mask" represents. Is it shown in elected species 
of figure 3? 
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In claims 5 and 30, it is unclear what "electrical contacts" represent. Are they shown 
in elected species of figure 3? 

In claims 6 and 3 1, it is unclear what "said circuit" represents. Is it referred to "open 
circuit". 

The dependent claims not specifically address share the same indefmiteness as they 
depend from rejected base claims. 

5. Non-elected claims 17-21 and 42-46 have been withdrawn from consideration because 
the generic claims are not allowable. 

6. Since claims are indefinite, no art has been applied to the instant claims.
